[American Troops in Alaska 
Hurt by Seamen’s Strike

WITH TASK FORCE oT aed 
Fairbanks, Alaska, (CDN) A sharp 
cutback in the scope of the army's 
winter-test program is almost cer- 
tain as a direct result of the west 
coast shipping strike. 

Tons of much needed material, 
including food, has been held up. 
The situation has reached a point 
where it can be described as ‘cri- 
tical as far as the success of 
this expedition is concerned, 

Soldiers already have had their 
food cut 800 calories below a min- 
imum Alaskan army ration of 3,900 
calories a day. Even those 3,900, 
however, are considered about 600 
calories below the requirements of 
the men in this group who must 
spend much of their time in out- 
door work, 

Ammunition Lacking 

Ammunition is, of course, a vital 
necessity for the tests here and 
none has arrived. Reports indicate 
that it has not even left the United 
States. Unless it does in the next 
few days, the practical phase of 
the testing program, due to start 
Dec. 1, will be set back to a point 
where the entire effectiveness of 
this project will be jeopardized. 

The army is fighting against 
time here. The weather stays right 
for a relatively short time, con- 
sidering the amount of informa- 
tion the army would like to get 
about the operation of men and 
equipment in this climate, 

No one $s saying much about the 


matter officially because, as one 
source pointed out, the army does 
not want to say or do anything 


which might be construed as in- 
terference in a labor dispute, How- 
ever, it is known that some of- 
ficers have been pressing for quick 
action, 

Moral Suffers 

The morale of this unit has suf- 
fered badly from the cut in rations 
and the prospect of delay in doing 
the job for which it was brought 
up hee. 

From the army's standpoint, the 
program”s success is critical, On 
the one hand, there obviously is a 
need of winter training for its 
personnel. On the other, there is a 
feeling that after this year it may 
be difficult to get sufficient funds 
to operate such expeditions again, 

The cost of this project is sizable.

SANTIAGO, Chile, (AP) — Man-

Rhubarb Puzzles; 
Fruit, Vegetable? 


OTTAWA, (CP)— If lawyers de- 
batiug the question of rhubarb be- 
fore a United States customs court 
at Buffalo, N.Y., expect any heip 
from botanists in settling the matter 
of whether the plant is a fruit or 
vegetable, they're going to be dis-° 
appointed, 

Although, Dr. F. L. Drayton, dom- 
inion botanist, avers one thing is 
quite clear botanically: it’s not a 
fruit. 

The matter cropped up when US. 
customs brokers protested a 50-per- 
cent duty on rhubarb shipped from 
Toronto to a Lockport, N.Y., can- 
ning company. Fresh fruits carry 
only a 35 percent duty, and the bro- 
kers are anxious to prove rhubarb 
shou'd fall in this latter category 

While quite certain the plant is 
not a fruit, botanically speaking, 
Dr. Drayton admits there is a wide 
variation between terms used by the 
layman and the botanist, 

“Tomatoes—botanically speaking 
—are fruit. So are eggplants,” the 
botanist stated. “But in common 
parlance they are both talked of 
as vegetables. 

“Actually, there’s no such thing 
as a ‘vegetable’ botanically speak- 
ing,” he added. “A vegetable is 
simply a piece of vegetation. To a 
layrnan vegetable is a term for 
things used as a side dish, sort of, 
with meat.” 

A fruit, on the other hand, is de- 
fined as an organ in a plant which 
has resulted from the fertilization 
of the flower, On this basis, the 
dominion botanist stated, pumkins 
and squash are both fruit... 

How would he define rhubarb if 
he weren't speaking botanically? 

“Well. I certainly wouldn't call 
it a fruit.” 

He offered one suggestion, how- 
ever, which may or may not help 
the lawyers in Buffalo:— 

“At the experimental farm here, 
we'd get around it this way: “We'd 
call it a ‘field crop.’” 


U.N. Bogs Down 
In Endless Talk 


NEW YORK, (CP)—Unless and 
until a way is found to wean pub- 
lic men from the intoxication that 
comes from the sound of one's 
own voice, there seems little hope 
of progress on the United Naticns 
general assembly agenda. 

In less than four weeks some 
2,000,000 words of oratory have 
passed through the hands of trans- 
lators and been buried in the U.N. 
archives. 

Scarcely a dent has been made 
in the agenda and it would be 
difficult to point to one single 
forward step toward completing the 
structure of what was to be man’s 
greatest effort for establishment of 
a@ peace-keeping mechanism, 

Much Repetition 

No one has questioned the ne- 
cessity of complete discussion of 
important dacisions to which the 
approval of 51 countries is desired. 
But there seems to be a feeling 
among too many delegates that 
they must repeat all their argu- 
ments and the background for their 
arguments on the same subject 
wherever and whenever it arises. 

Much of the blame has gone to 
the Russians and their Slavic 
neighbors, and justly so because 
they feel they must be repetitious 
and exhaustive—and usually their 
speeches are in Russian and re- 
quire longer for translation. 

But blame attaches also to many 
other delegations, including the 
English-speaking. 

“Limit” Sidetracked 

The Canadian proposal for short- 
ening debates and short-cutting 
procedure, has received little con- 
sideration although it has gone to 
a committee, } 

Now a sort of underground move- 
ment is afoot to organize leading 
delegates, and the assembly pres- 
ident, Paul-Henri Spaak, in an un- 
official way to recognize a time | 
limit and set a target for com- 
pletion of the assembly's work. 

It is unlikely to succeed and 
there seems every possibility the 
assembly will either abandon much 
of its agenda or remain in session 
here all winter.

It is to be supposed that these proposals 
were on a par, all circumstances considered, 
with the terms granted to New Brunswick, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. If they were 
less favorable, Nova Scotia of course has a 
case. But if they were as favorable, the pro- 
vincial authorities are in the position of hav- 
ing waited to see what other provinces got, 
and are now coming up with a demand for 
something more, 


United States the authorities are trying to 
cope with a widespread upsurge of violent 
crime. 

Even in Edmonton there is concern over 
| the incidence of juvenile misbehaviour. 
It would be ridiculous to say that the

The United Nations organization is 
having home-hunting troubles, too. The mat- 
ter was supposed to have been settled last 
spring by the selection of a site in Connecti- 
cut. But the local residents, mostly success- 
ful New Yorkers, had laid out ducal estates 
there, set with million-dollar mansions, and 
they didn't want to sell. They took a plebis- 
cite and told the United Nations to find 
themselves permanent headquarters some- 
where else. 

The U.N.O. is still looking, with no 
definite prospect at present of soon having 
a place to call home. The steering com- 
mittee voted down a proposal to move into 
the palatial quarters built by the League of 
Nations at Geneva, which property the 
U.N.O. has inherited and wouldn’t cost any- 
thing. San Francisco was preferred by the 
committee majority. Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia are also in the running. 

Why a site in the U.S. should be prefer- 
red is not clear. Perhaps because that is 
where the new organization was born. Cer- 
tainly not on the ground of convenience, nor 
because it is close to the part of the world 
where eruptions break out and where paci- 
fying influences are most needed. And not 
on the ground of economy, since the expen- 
diture already made at Geneva would have 
to be duplicated at the new site before the 
U.N.O, could start to do business there. 

It may not matter very much where 
the headquarters are located, modern means 
of transportation and communication being 
what they are. But Geneva plainly has the 
better claim from a practical stand-point,

Those Canadians who voted for 
civil marriages, either as the sole 
marriage rite, or in conjunction with 
#& religious ceremony, were asked 
further: 

“Do you think this should be per- 
mitted only in the higher courts, 
like country courts, or do you think 
police magistrates or justices of the 
peace should be allowed to perform 
marriages?” 

Opinion was evenly divided, with 
half those in this group, with an 
opinion, voting for the higher 
courts, and half preferring to see 
| magistrates and J.P.’s empowered 
to perform marriages. 

An interesting difference i{n the 
attitude of men and women crops 
up in the survey. Men are noticeably 
more in favor of the civil rite than 
are women While nearly seven in 
every ten women felt that marriages 
should be performed by the clergy 
only, slightly more than five in every 
ten men felt the same way about it. 

The survey also shows marked 
differences in the opinions of the 
various church members, For ex- 
ample, 81 percent of the Roman Ca- 
tholics interviewed voted against 
permitting any form of civil mar- 
riages Anglicans and United Church 
members were about evenly divided, 
with a slight edge in favor of mar- 
riage by clergy only.

A tip from two Associated Press | 
correspondenst led directly to the re- 
covery of 2,000 cases in one ware- 
house and indirectly to the dis- 
covery of several hundred addi- | 
tional cases in a second, American | 
officials estimated the two lots re- 
presented the bulk of the plasma in- 
cluded in the recent sale of uninven- 
toried navy surplus medica] stock 
at Okinawa, 

The navy shore patrol placed 
guards over both stocks of plasma 
and officials of the federal liquida- 
tion commissiin conferred with 
United States Consul General Mon- 
nett B. Davis on how to obtain a 
release order from Chinese author- 
ities. The plasma eventually will 
be shipped to the United States for 
distribution by the Red Cross. 

Each case of plasma contained 12 
packages of 500 C.C.’s each, 

Discovery of the 2,000 cases was 
made by Fred Hampson, Shanghai 
bureau chief of the Associated Press 
and Spencer Moosa, AP correspond- 
ent, on a tip from the Soviet man-

The “eollege ads” and “pinup” numbers ar@n’t the “dream 
men’ and ‘‘dream girls’? of most mate-hunting college students, 
according to Anselm Indian University sociologist. 
For when it comes to the big leap, Mr. Strauss reports, it’s gen- 
erally personality—not looks—that tips the scales, 

Mr. Strauss’ findings, which were reported by AP, appear- 
ed in the American Journal of Sociology. 

The sociologist bases his theory on studies of the hopes, 
dreams and notions of 878 engaged or recemtly married persons 
of college age, 200 of them women, 

Mr, Strauss discovered that looks generally were so un- 
essential that more men and women would disqualify prospec- 
tive mates for having markedly different political views than 
because they were not “handsome or good-looking.” 

A tiny Gallup poll of co-eds at the University of Alberta 
revealed that they, too, valued other qualities above looks. Al- 
though their husbands-to-be should be “attractive to’) them,’’ 
they would prefer congeniality and ‘‘having a lot in common’ 
to masculine beauty. 

Agreeing with the theory that when you marry, you also 
marry a way of life, they would like their men to have about the 
same educational and social backgrounds. “But hé needn’t 
have a flock of degrees or be in the social register,’ they add 
hastily. 

They think different temperaments in husbands and wife 
desireable, pointing out that ‘‘the man on the eampus “in’’ on 
everything chooses the quieter type of girl. 

They believe in alikeness of religion but don’t think dif- 
ferent political views any drawback. “That difference in ideas 
should make their companionship more interesting,’’ they say. 

And where to meet their future husbands? Well, the girls 
agree, a university campus is a mighty good place to be.

When freezing weather threatens 
the vegetable garden, there is usu- 
ally a considerable quantity of veg 
etables in the ground which can 
casily be stored in good condition 
until used, 

To abandon these is not only a 
financial loss, They may have to 
be replaced with food of inferior 
quality, and less variety, in which 
you will not find the same pleasure 
ws in eating the product of your 
own garden, 

The time to harvest them for 
storage is as late as possible, with 
sefety. Squash and pumpkins 
should be token in before heavy 
frosts; but most others may be left 
ia the garden until severe freezing 
weather. Temperatures which 
freeze the soil will not injure beets, 
carrots, cabbage and turnips so 
‘ong as it thaws out the next day: 
but they should be lifted before the 
grounds begin to remain frozen all 
day. 

Onions, squash, and pumpkins 
can be kept in any dry place for 
two or three months without worry-

DR. HAROLD ORR, PRESIDENT of the Chest, remarked on the 
apparently poor showing in contributions, drew attention to the 
fact that this year’s contributions were actually 35 per cent in 
advance of any amount previously secured for Community Chest 
purposes, He said that this year's objective of $225,000 included 
$125,000 for capital purposes for three of the 28 agencies comprising 
the chest. 

He went on to say that the fact that the campaign was not fully 
successful is to be regarded as an indication that the public does 
not approve combined appeals for maintenance and capital pur- 
poses, The directors have accepted that indication and will recom- 
mend to future directorates of the chest, that campaigns hereafter 
be restricted to maintenance funds only 

IT WAS ALSO POINTED OUT that Edmonton is the only city 
in Canada, in the current campaign, making an appeal for both 
maintenance and capital funds.

Council, Ottawa, was in attendnce at the meeting, and spoke briefly 
on the work of Community Chests throughout the Dominion

|we turn with pity and disgust from those whose faces are| 
etched with depravity, whose speech is tainted with blas- 
phemy and obscenity, who even boast of the shameful deeds 
they have committed? 

It may be we make a distinction between outright immor- 
lality and the “lesser sins” which we ourselves are prone to 
commit at times. It must be remembered, however, that big 
sins frequently begin with little sins.

a THE FIRST Metropolitan Church 
was situated between 104 street and 
105 street on 83 avenue, and opened 
Sept. 10, 1892, the year the first 
jtrain.came into South Edmonton. 
| The building committee consisted 
of Robert McKernan, chairman; 
Peter Clarke; James Cosser; John 
Shields; and James Fisher. The 
church was a frame structure 20 
feet by 40 feet, and for a time was 
used by both the Presbyterians 
and Methodists. 

In February, 1908, a new brick
